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Settling The Difference 


When a persistent rep o rter tried a few days 
ago to pin down w hat Gen. Eisenhow er thought 
w as the difference between his foreign policy 
and the foreign policy of Sen. Taft, the general 
floundered and fumbled. He couldn't think of 
any real differences. 


The strategy of m aking rt appear that Taft 
was at a disadvantage against the m an who 
has been in the thick of relations with Europe 
has failed. There is no substantial difference 
betw een their views. That was just som e m ore 
of the bad advice the general was given by his 
backers. 


There is one difference, however, a m inor 
one because it would disappear if Eisenhower 
becam e president of the United States. In that 
event, 
he too would become keenly aw are of 
taxes as the source of foreign aid. Taft is 
ahead of the general in this respect. 


This has caused Taft to take the attitude 
th a t the United States should not try to give 
aw ay m oney, because it will disappear fast 
enough in any event. 
He would prefer to sit tight and let the 
potential beneficiaries of U. S. aid come to 
W ashington to state their claims. 
T aft would not disburse his fellow citizens’ 
m oney with a shovel, lf Eisenhow er happen­ 
ed to becom e president of the United States, 
he also would take one startled look at the con­ 
sequences of shoveling out money since 1935 and 
w ant to use a spoon. As a m ilitarist, it has 
been his job to spend money, not save money. 
as a m em b er of Congress, Taft has been work­ 
ing with the other side of the spending proposi­ 
tion—the paving proposition which has been 
keepirg taxpayers on the rope*.

The b reakup 
of the steel 
industry s 
front 
against United Steelworkers of America was 
accelerated at the end of last week by an 
ag reem en t between the union and the P itts­ 
burgh Steel Co. 
The com pany, a basic producer, was not one 
of the six com panies combined in the steel 
case 
It followed the Detroit Steel Corp , the 
K aiser Steel Co. and a group of sm aller com ­ 
panies in the Pittsburgh area into the area of 
ag reem en t m ark ed out by Wage Stabilization 
B oard recom m endations. Others m ay be expect­ 
ed to follow’. 
This has b ecom t th# traditional pattern in 
industry-wide bargaining which drifts into a 
deadlock. Som etim es it is the little companies 
w’hich break aw ay, som etim es the big ones. 
In the steel strikes of the 30 s, the so-called 
"Little Steel” organizations held out; the big 
organizations broke away. 
The union has consolidated its organization. 
It has been able to do this because cf its im ­ 
m unity to the Sherm an Anti-Trust Act 
There 
is no longer any im m ediate possibility of a di­ 
vision am ong strikers, even among those who 
do not belong to unions. The striking power has 
com e to be so nearly absolute that only in a 
long strike would there be any chance of get­ 
ting w orkers back on the job without a collec­ 
tive agreem ent. 
This is the nature of collective bargaining 
lr it* new industry-wide dim ensions—that the 
union can plan and proceed collectively while 
em ployers who tried to do the sam e thing 
would be subject to prosecution under anti­ 
tru st laws. 
As long as this is perm issible under the law. 
th ere can be no objection to it. The single 
legal objection raised in the steel case was 
• gainst President T ru m an 's illegal seizure of 
steel properties in an effort to rain a settlem ent 
down the steel industry 's throat. That w as con­ 
trary’ to the spirit and letter of the law and 
was jridged to be so by the Suprem e Court.

Our country has been fortunate 
in the recognition, since the ad­ 
m inistration of George Washington, 
that criticism of the president or 
of anyone in authority is perm is­ 
sible. 


N early all of our presidents have 
had a hard tim e with their critics, 
informed or uninformed, fair or un­ 
fair. Out of the criticism and clam ­ 
or. how’ever, has developed a free 
society in which the people ac­ 
tually partake of government. 


THROUGHOUT OUR history, the 
press 
has played 
an 
im portant 
p a rt in this criticism . D u r i n g 
most of it, the press has been 
biased and partisan, that is. each 
new spaper represented a particu­ 
lar position and expounded it. 
It was not expected of Horace 
Greeley, Charles A. Dana. Ja m e s 
Gordon Bennett, Joseph Pulitzer, 
Henry W atterson or William R an­ 
dolph H earst that they would be 
im partial in m atter* of principle. 
as each one of them interpreted 
the issue. 
The refinem ent of im partiality, 
of good 
m anners towards o n e s 
betters, as it were, is a new de­ 
parture developed during the Roos­ 
evelt regim e It wa* not practiced 
during the Hoover adm inistration, 
D em ocratic new spapers then pub­ 
lishing the malevolent libels pre­ 
pared by Charlie Michelson. 
Partisanship is a norm al atti­ 
tude in a free society; actually it 
is the m ark of liberty of expres­ 
sion. The assum ption that a m an 
m ust be absolutely right before he 
criticizes the adm inistration, pre­ 
supposes that anyone, on any side 
of a question, is absolutely right 
—which is unlikely, absolutes be­ 
ing the province of God, not of 
man. 


I CITE ONE example: when I 
broke the Amerasia Case, all I 
had was one document, not more, 
but it was an authentic document. 
It was enough to go on, but would 
not have stood up in a court as 
evidence.

When the full report 
is in, the Am erican people will 
1 have learned that a foreign coun­ 
try can organize our own sons and 
daughters into a force harmful Ie 
this country. 
There are now »even volumes of 
the M cC arran com m ittee hearirgs 
to prove this; there will be 14. 
Also. The F reem an magazine, ir 
its issue for June 30, 1952. ha* 
. published an excellent sum m ation 
of the m aterial written by Jam es 
B urnham . 
When the doctrine of unity is a p ­ 
plied to political parties, it pro­ 
duces m ental stodginess. The Re­ 
publican party has been out of 
office since 1933 for m any reasons, 
some of which are the depression; 
the shift of population increasing 
, urban voting; the federal payroll 
vote developed in both the Roose­ 
velt and T rum an regim es; the me- 
tools rn of Republican candidates; 
the skillful f r a g m e n ta tio n of the 
American people along racial, re­ 
ligious, color and vocational lines 
bevond anything heretofore witnes­ 
sed, as p a rt not only of a political 
cam paign but with the M arxian 
purpose of stimulating class con­ 
sciousness. 


THE REPUBLICAN party was 
unable to m eet these tactic* on 
an intellectual level. It depended 
to an extent upon the organiza­ 
tions of businessm en who regular­ 
ly betrayed it in pursuit of their 
own purposes. 
For instance. Sen. Taft was hail­

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What Will MacArthur Say As Keynoter?

The Taft high com m and seriously 
is considering the selection of Gen. 
Douglas M acA rthur to be the nom­ 
inee for vice president on the Re­ 
publican ticket. 
To announce or adm it this at the 
present tim e is probably unwise 
from a Taft strategy viewpoint be­ 
cause the vice-presidential nom ina­ 
tion is something to dangle before 
various key delegations which m ay 
have a candidate of their own. 
But news does leak out when lots 
of persons are involved in so-called 
secrets. 
E ver since the popular and able 
Sen. Knowland of California, who 
recently won renomination in both 
the Republican 
and 
D em ocratic 
prim aries, turned thum bs down a 
few da>s ago on the idea of being 
vice-presidential 
nominee on the 
Taft ticket or any other for that 
m atter, the T aft board of strategy 
has been coming up with some in­ 
teresting argum ents 
in favor of 
choosing M acArthur. One reliable 
report is 
that form er 
President 
Hoover likes the idea 
and 
has 
cleared it with the general. 


THE MOvST persuasive point be­ 
ing offered is that M acA rthur is a 
vote-getter and will be a terrific 
cam paigner. This is possibly a con­ 
cession to the contention 
o f t e n 
m ade 
by Eisenhower supporters 
that Taft himself does not have 
sufficient appeal on the stum p to 
win a presidential election. 
There is no doubt that M acA r­ 
thur has behind him an almost 
fanatical 
following 
and 
that his 
dram atic speeches have won him 
millions of supporters. There is no 
doubt also that M acA rthur m akes 
good 
cam paign 
speeches 
which 
ca rry a powerful wallop politically. 
He is closer to the type of old­ 
fashioned orator who used to sway 
millions of votes than any other 
m an in public life today. 
But while there are assets on the 
side of a Ta ft-M ac Arthur ticket by 
reason of putting the general on 
for the vice-presidency, there are 
also liabilities. 
It elim inates, for instance, the 
widely-circulated objection to Gen. 
Eisenhower on which some Taft 


should 
be 
president. 
Obviously, 
since seven vice presidents in his­ 
tory have become presidents 
it 
would appear that to nam e a mili­ 
tary m an for vice president isn t 
much different from nam ing him 
for president. 
The best answ er to the question 
of whether a m ilitary m an should 
be president was given bv form er 
Gov. Harold Stassen of Minnesota 
when he asked in turn: 
“ Which 
m ilitary m a n ? ” 


BUT, ASSUMING that a mili­ 
tary m an is as eligible politically 
1 as any civilian, the Taft m anagers 
m ay be bothered by the fact that 
while M acA rthur has certain ad­ 
vantages politically he also has 
some disadvantages. 
Rightly or wrongly—and. in this 
correspondent’s opinion, wrongly— 
there are millions of persons who 
believe that the general was moti­ 
vated by a desire to extend the 
Korean w ar irrespective of whether 
it brought on a large-scale war. 
The D em ocrats consistently have 
m ade this argum ent. And if M ac­ 
A rthur 
is 
the 
vice-presidential 
nominee, they w’ill not hesitate to 
m ake it repeatedly. 
Everyone who has had any ex­ 
perience with political cam paigns 
knows that the “ peace” issue is 
stronger than any w ar issue.

The recess cam e just one day 
after Maj. Gen. William K. H arri­ 
son Jr. painstakingly reviewed the 
April 28 Allied plan for exchanging 
war prisoners and suggested that 
it offers the Communists a face- 
saving way to end the long stale­ 
m ate. 
There was no indication whether 
the Reds were re-studying their 
dem and that all Allied-held pris­ 
oners be sent home or were d ra ft­ 
ing their own proposal for presen­ 
tation Thursday. 
The prisoner issue is the main 
block to an armistice. The Allies 
refuse to return prisoners who do 
not want to go home. The Reds 
want all m ilitary captives back. 
Some observers here speculated 
that the Communists are studying 
carefully Harrison's lengthy review 
of the prisoner problem. 
In effect, the chief U. N. truce 
negotiator told the Reds the Allies 
would erase from their prisoner 
lists about 100.000 captives who say 
they will resist repatriation. 
This w'ould leave 70.000 to 80 OOO 
Reds to be returned when an a r­ 
mistice is signed.

White wired Presidential Assist­ 
ant John R. Steelman: 
“ We have fully explored the pos- joiUes 
sibility of reconciling the union 
shop issue with the CIO and we 
see no possible area of comprom­ 
ise.” 
The steel executive told Steel­ 
m an that a p arallel strike in the 
great iron ore mines of Minnesota 
is becoming “disastrous.” 
White said if the iron ore strike 
continues there will be no possible 
chance of the resulting ore short­ 
age being made up by all-rail ship­ 
ments. Much of the ore is shipped 
over navigable waters in the sum­ 
m er months. 
M urray m ade no comment on 
White’s telegram . 
Despite reports of a secret ne­ 
gotiating session in New York to­ 
day, a source close to M urray 
said, “ As far as I know Mr. Mur­ 
ray will be right here (in Pitts­ 
burgh) at his desk.”

The most recent company to sign 
a contract is Copperweld Steel. 7116 
p act covers 2,200 workers in the 
com pany’s W arren (O.) plant. 
The contract calls for a 12Mt- 
cent hourly pay boost retroactive 
to April 1; increases in shift differ­ 
entials from 4 to 6 and 6 to 9 
cents an hour; six paid holidays 
and three weeks vacation after 15 
years continuous employment.

Fluoridation 
Of Water Set 
At Wellsville 


Council Provide# 
Fund For Equipment 
In Dental Treatment 


Wellsville took another step to­ 
ward adding fluorine to its water 
supply Tuesday night when City 
Council passed a motion to pro­ 
vide $ 1.500 for fluoridation equip­ 
ment. The chemical is supposed to 
prevent dental cavities in c h i 1- 
dren. 
Safety - Service Director Charles 
Lewis w as authorized to obtain bids 
; for the installation. 
But Councilman Ted Swearingen 
praised Wellsville’* water supply 
as “ being the best in the state* 
and asked Council to consider very 
carefully any action that would 
change it. 
State Rep. Delmar T. O’Hara 
and Irving Zweig, local publisher, 
questioned the advisability of flu­ 
oridation, arguing that it has not 
been in use long enough to deter­ 
mine its value. 
They pointed out it might better 
be added to milk or applied by a 
dentist as only children benefit. 
But other councilmen and A. R. 
Todd, sanitary engineer of Wheel­ 
ing, defended the treatment, as­ 
serting the element was found nat­ 
urally in some water as early as 
1904 and has been proven benefi­ 
cial. 
Todd, who is addressing a group 
of doctors nex t month at White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va., on fluori- 
jdation, said every reference 
he 
has found has advocated its use. 
In other action, Councilman Har­ 
ry Ex cell reported that Todd and a 
special 
Council 
committee 
ar e 
nearing completion of a report on 
the garbage collection problem. 
It will contain the results of dis­ 
cussions based on Todd’s survey. 
The councilman ex pects to present 
the report at a 
special meeting 
nex t week. 
Councilmen Swearingen and Wil­ 
liam Paisley called for Police Chief 
John Hephner to curb speeding on 
Center St. and Commerce St. 
Councilman J oe Finney, c 0 m- 
menting that Wellsville’s 10:30 cur­

Wellsville took another step to­ 
ward adding fluorine to its water 
supply Tuesday night when City 
Council passed a motion to pro­ 
vide $1,500 for fluoridation equip­ 
ment. The chemical it supposed to 
prevent dental cavities in c h 11- 
dren.

Lewis was authorized to obtain bids 
for the installation. 
But Councilman Ted Swearingen 
praised Wellsville** water supply 
as "being the best in the state* 
and asked Council to consider very 
carefully any action that would 
change it. 
State Rep. Delmar T. O’Hara 
and Irving Zweig, local publisher, 
questioned the advisability of flu­ 
oridation, arguing that it has not 
been in use long enough to deter­ 
mine its value. 
They pointed out it might better 
be added to milk or applied by a 
.dentist as only children benefit. 
But other councilmen and A. R. 
Todd, sanitary engineer of Wheel­ 
ing. defended the treatment, as­ 
serting the element was found nat- 
j urally in some water as early as 
1904 and has been proven benefi­ 
cial. 
Todd, who is addressing a group 
of doctors next month at White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va., on fluori­ 
dation, said every reference 
he 
has found has advocated its use. 
In other action. Councilman Har­ 
ry Excell reported that Todd and a 
special Council committee a r e 
nearing completion- of a report on 
the garbage collection problem. 
It will contain the results of dis­ 
cussions based on Todd’s survey. 
The councilman expects to present 
the report at a special meeting 
next week.

A New Enemy Now 
Time, Need Help To Heal 
Deep Wounds Of Conflict 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON e — Time and 
necessity seem to be very power­ 
ful medicine for h e a l i n g old 
wounds, even war wounds. 
Not so many years ago feeling 
against Germany was so intense 
some individuals suggested steril­ 
ising 
all 
G e r m a n 
males 
to 
spare the world future Germans. 
And there was talk, but not of­ 
ficial, 
of 
reducing Germany 
to 
farm land by destroying its big 
industries to prevent rearming 
Feeling against Japan was equal­ 
ly severe. But it’s now' seven years 
since Germany 
and Japan sur­ 
rendered. 
And in those seven years the 
Russians 
have become the new 
enemy, making it necessary for 
the U. S. to find new allies, even 
among old enemies. 
As a starter, the U. S. poured 
billions into Japan and Germany 
to get them back on their feet. 
And only a few months ago the 
Senate approved a very mild peace 
treaty with Japan, even letting it 
rearm . 
In turn, the Japanese agreed to 
let U. S. troops remain in Japan. 
With them there and with a friend­ 
ly Japan rearming, the U. S. ob­ 
tained a priceless outpost in the 
Pacific against Russia. 
And yesterday the Senate, after 
only 
seven 
hours 
debate, 
over­ 
whelmingly a p p r o v e d arrange­ 
ments for letting Germany pretty 
much run itself, and for giving it 
the sam e 
s e c u r ity guarantee as 
the nations in the Atlantic pact. 
The Senate also heard about—but 
did not have to act on—a third 
agreem ent letting Germ an troops 
into the European Army. 
This applies only to the govern­ 
m ent 
of 
Western 
Germany, 
of 
course, since the Russians control 
the Eastern part. There is a simi­ 
larity between the treaty with J a ­ 
pan and the deal with Germany. 
While Japan is now the most 
Western outpost against 
Russia. 
G erm any is the Eastern outpost. 
And in Germ any, just as in Japan, 
the I ’. S. will lie allowed to keep 
troops. 
Fiance and 
Britain will 
keep troops in Germ any too 
When the other interested na­ 
tions give their formal blessing to 
this setup, as the Senate did yes­ 
terday, those troops will cease to 


be called occupation troop*. 
Nevertheless, under the agree­ 
ment with the present German gov­ 
ernment. those troops can step in 
a n y time and suppress what may 
appear to them as an attempt to 
'overthrow 
this 
present 
kind 
of 
’German government. 
This. in effect, gives the Western 
Allies a stick over the Germans 
which is a little stiffer than the 
deal made with Japan.
